For the first time since he was re- 
turned to Atlanta last Saturday night 
by Patrolman George Cole, Lance was 
allowed to confer with his attorney, 
Kugene L. Dickey. on Monday. Fol- 
lowing the conference Mr. Dickey an- 
nounced that his client would be able 
to furnish a satisfactory alibi, the de- 
tails of which, he said, he was not 
ready to divulge at present.

WALTER DILL SCOTT MAKES UNIQUE COMPUTATION 


Has 170 Slaves at His Call 


Evanston, ill., August 23.—Despite 
the death stroke which fhe civil war 
administered to bondage and servi- 
tude, every American citizen has 170 
slaves a: his beck and call, according 
to Walter Dill Scott, president of 
Northwestern university. 

Dr. Seott arrived at his conclusion 
by complicated computation extend- 
ing over a year and based on the 
amount of energy produced by hu- 
mans, horses, windmil!s, tractors, au- 
tomobiles, locomotives, ships and other 
power units. 

As a.. example of the “slave power” 
figures, the educator took the number 
of automobiles in the United States 
as 15,000,000 with an average of 25 
horsepower each. 

Finding the total horsepower to be 


ew he divided the number by 
.04, the average horsepower of a 


human. The result was 9,375,000,000 
or the total slave power of attomo- 
biles. Then, dividing fhis total by 
120,000,000 the approximate number 
of Americans, he computes that each 
American possesses 78.12 slave power 
from the automobile alone. 

He followed the same method in 
reducing other power units into 
“slave” power and found that the 
average citizen has at least 169.64 r 
nearly 170 “slaves.” However, Dr. 
Scott said there were other forms of 
power for which no data was avail- 
able and whose “slave” power was not 
included. 

“Of course it is true,” Dr Scott 
said, “that of the 120,000,000 Ameri- 
cans not more than 80,000,000 actual- 
ly take part as workers. Thus the 


average worker has 1 eee 
250 ‘slaves’ at his command

BIG STATE TRACT 


Friendly Court Proceed- 
ings To Ratify Acquisi- 
tion of 35,000 Additional 
Acres in North Georgia. 


Through friendly court proceedings 
to be instituted in federal court here 
during the next term, the United 
States government will purchase ,35,- 
000 acres of forest lands located in 
White. Lumpkin, Union and Towns 
counties to be used for forestry pur- 
noses, it was announced Monday by 
tobert M. Cook, assistant United 
States district attorney, who now is 
‘at work preparing legal papers in the 
case. 

When consummated, this will be the 
largest land purchase ever made in 
Georgia and will. give the government 
a large tract of timber lands located 
in the watershéd of the Chattahoochee 
and Hiawassee rivers which will be 
used for protection of the headwaters 
of these two streams. 

Virtually the entire tract of land 
is owned by the Smethport Extract 
company, and it is understood the 
government has agreed with that com- 
pany on a price to be paid for the 
land.

POWELL TO RESUME 
TESTIMONY TODAY 


X-Ray Pictures of Man- 
ley’s Brain Put in Evi- 
dence in Petition for 
Guardianship. 


W. D.. Manley, president of the 
defunct Bankers’ Trust company, had 
become so mentally unbalanced that 
his wife was afraid to sleep in the 
same © ise with him without protec- 
ton, at times just previous to znd 
since receivers were appointed for the 
company and the Farmers and Trad- 
ers’ bank. 

This testimony was given in the 
hearing for guardianship before a 
special commission in Judge Thomas 
H. Jeffries’ court of ordinary Mon- 
day by Mts. Manley. She said that 
at times she would get either the but- 
ler or chauffeur to sleep in the house. 
This was done, she declared, so she 
could call help if Mr. Manley became 
unmanageable. 

This testimony was corroborated 
by that of Judge Arthur Powell, coun- 
‘sel fc* Mr.. Manley, who took the 
| stand late Monday afternoon and told 
| the story of his professional rela- 
_tionship with Manley since he became 
his counsel, Judge Powell stated that 
Mrs. Manley was forced to sleep in 
the _ha ;

Pictures of Brain. 

All testimony taken Monday—which 
included that by Mrs. Manley, Judge 
Powell, mental experts and physicians 
—tended to show that Manley has “not 
been rational” for several years. X-ray 
pictures of Manley’s brain were ex- 
hibited as evidence that his mind was 
not balanced and Manley, himself, 
was brought from a private hospital 
in Milledgeville early Monday morning 
and examined by the commission pri- 
vaiely. 

Judge Powell’s testimony was the 
last of the day and he was not ques- 
tioned by the attorneys. He will 
take the stand when he hearing is 
resumed at 9 oclock this morning. 
The hearing is being held in the 
courtroom of Judge G. H. Howard, 
because of the large number of spec- 
tators. 

The Fulton county grand jury will 
resume its investigation in affairs of 
the defunct Bankers’ Trust company 
today, and the body is expected to 
return several indictments against 
persons alleged to have been involved 
in illegal transaction in connection 
with the concern’s affairs.

Judge Powell took the stand late 
Monday afternoon and testified to 
“strange actions” of Mr. Manley 
since 1922. The story of his rela- 
tions with the banker, who now faces 
a felony indictment in connection 
with the failure of the company, since 
early in 1922, when he first was em- 
ployed by Manley, was told by Judge 
Powell. 


Wife Testifies. 

The day of testimony from Man- 
ley’s wife. his physicians and Judge 
Powell tended to show that Mr. Man- 
ley has been mentally deranged for 
some time. Mrs. Manley testified that 
her husband.had not been “mentally 
right” since 1914. 

Asked by her attorneys why she 
had not applied for guardianship be- 
fore, she replied that she. would have 
become a pauper rather than turn ber 
husband against her. Her testimony 
was given in a clear voice and prac- 
tically every question asked was an- 
swered promptly. Her story was 
one of fear for the physical and 
mental condition for her husband for 
more than 10 years. 

One of the sensational pieces of 
information gleaned from the mass 
of minute testimony thrown into the 
hearing was that Manley had threat- 
ened to kill three Atlanta men with 
his automobile. Both Mrs. Manley 
and Judge Powell testified on this 

int. Judge Powell also said that 
it was difficult for receivers to get 
the automobile away from Mr. Manley 
as he had his mind set on killing 
the three men with it. 

According to Judge Powell’s state- 
ment, he was first associated with 
Mr. Manley when his daughter was 
separated from her husband in Flor- 
ida. Mr. Manley was at that time 
im the Piedmont sanitarium, he said, 
and he was employed by Mrs. Manley 
as legal adviser. Later in the case, 
Mr. Manley regained his _ health 
enough to confer with him, Judge 
Powell said. 

Merger Plan Association. 

The next association he had with 
Manley, Judge Powell stated, was in 
connection with a plan of MManley’s 
to consolidate all the banks of Macon 
into one unit, of which he would be 
head. Judge Powell said he counselled 
against this at the time and later the 
plan was abandoned. 

The plan, he told the banker at the 
time, could not be accomplished le- 
gally, and later in a conference with 
L. R. Adams, vice president of the 
Bankers’ Trust company, it was de- 
cided to drop the plan, 

His next connection was more re- 
cently in connection with Manley’s 
banking interests in Florida. He told 
of several trips to Florida and on 
one occasion, he said, Manley acted 
queerly all the way down. He did not 
carry any luggage and did not even 
have a comb and brush, Judge Powell 
testified. 

“This was unusual for Mr. Man-

Expert With Figures. 

“I had heard that Mr. Manley for- 
merly was an expert in adding fig- 
ures and I could not understand this, 
but I thought pressure of ess 
might have confused him. 

“One of the principal topics of his 
talk during that trip was of Mr. 
Anthony, state banking commissioner 
of Florida. He told of how Mr. An- 
thony was attempting to ruin him 
and had conspired to wreck him fi- 
nancially. He upbraided Mr. Anthony 
nearly the entire trip down there and 
I had expected that he would be > 
posed to any move Mr. Anthony would 
make when we arrived. 

“We were then on our way to con- 
fer with Mr. Anthony in regard to 
some banking interests. To my sur- 
prise when we arrived and the con- 
ference began, Mr. Anthony could not 
suggest a single thing that Mr. Man- 
ley did not approve. Every resolution 
presented by Mr. Anthony in that con- 
ference was seconded by Mr. Manley 
and he seemed to be on the friendli- 
» +! of terms with the Florida offi- 
cial.” 

_ Judge Powell then related other 
similar actions of Mr. Manley in re- 
gard to business affairs and later 
when the Bankers’ Trust company 
went into receivership he told of 
threats Manley would make and later 
would forget. He also told of one oc- 
casion when he denied having any 
connection with the Farmers and Trad- 
ers’ bank and later when asked who 
was president of that bank, said that 
he was president. 

Various deals with Miami and oth- 
er Florida banks by Mr. Manley with- 
in recent months were told by Judge 
Powell, who said that he knew that 
“Mr, Manley was pouring money into 
I'jorida banks.” 

He said*that on one occasion he sav- 
ed him from losing $50,000 in one 
bank which he was ready to send to 
keep it from going into bankruptcy. 

The story of “as wild a conversa- 
tion as I ever heard between two 
men” was told of by Judge Powell, 
which he said was between Carl] Da- 
vie, attorney for the state banking 
cepartment, and Manley, in the lat- 
ter’s office the night before the state 
courts appointed receivership for the 
Farmers and Traders bank and the 
Bankers’ Trust company. 

“I was called to Mr. Manley’s of- 
fice by his secretary about 6 o’clock 
in the afternoon,” he said. ‘She 
seid that Mr. Manley was very anx- 
ivus to see me at once. I went down 
to the office with Mr. Smith (asso- 
ciate attorney for Mr. Manley) and 
Mr. Manley and Mr. Davie were en- 
gaged in the wildest conversation I 
have ever heard between two men. 
Mr. Davie excused himself by saying 
that he had had no sleep for three 
nights.” 

The remainder of Judge Powell’s 
testimony chiefly concerned actions 
of Manley since the receivership was 
appointed. He told of his idea of kill- 
ing the three Atlanta men and also 
of plans to “keep up the fight” and 
reopen the chain of banks. 

Mrs. W. D. Manley, wife of the 
banker, testified that he “has not been 
rational since 1914.” 

“He no longer believes in God or 
that there is a soul,” she said. “Since 
his most recent business troubles set 
in he has threatened to kill three At- 
lanta men with his automobile.” 

: Testimony of Wife. 

Mrs. Manley testified that on one 
occasion she obtained his release from 
n Washington, D. C., hospital where 
he had been placed by a railway con- 
ductor during a “spell.” For weeks 
the banker would not speak to mem- 
bers of his family, she said, and at 
times he would walk on the streets or 
hide in bushes clad only in night dress. 

“On one occasion he was at the 
Piedmont sanitarium for three months, 
and during that time would not allow 
me nor other members of his family 
to go near him,” she added. “He ex- 
plained his presence at home one Sun- 
day afternoon with the remark that 
someone at the sanitarium was going 
to poison him. 

“Although I considered my husband 
to be mentally abnormal, I would have 
entrusted ‘to his judgment all the 
money I had rather than have him 
against me.” 

Protected Husband. 


At times when Mrs. Manley was 
questioned by attorneys about her hus- 
band’s handling of financial matters 
for her she would reply to the effect 
that if she had possessed millions she 
would have become a pauper rather 
than let her husband know that she 
distrusted him, 

“TIT would have never told him that 
I didn’t trust him,” she replied firm- 
ly, “if he had lost every cent he had.” 

Practically every question asked 
Mrs. Manley was answered in a firm, 
clear voice and only at a few times 
did she hesitate in giving answers. She 
showed remarkable insight in the af- 
fairs of her husband but many trans- 
actions* about which she was ques- 
tioned, she declared that she knew 
nothing about. 

One of these was about his immense 
holdings in Florida. She was asked 
by Attorney Davie if Mr. Manley had 
not made considerable money in 
Florida. 

“I have been told and have read of 
the millions of dollars he made by in- 
vestments in Florida but I have never 
seen any of it. I do know that h» in- 
vestigated several schemes down there 
but they proved to be only schemes 
and he did not tamper with them.” 

Interested in Stocks. 

Mrs. Manley also was questioned 
about her husband’s investing money 
for her, which she admitted he did. 
She also said that he was intensely 
interested in stocks and had invested 
some money for her in stocks. She 
stated that he never lost money in 
stocks and had never lost any of her 
money in playing the market. 

“He usually won on stocks and I 
never knew of him to lose, It was the 
only subject that he would discuss. He 
would readily discuss the stock mar- 
ket at all times and he was usually 
well-versed in the progress of various 
stocks,” 

Concluding testimony given by Mrs. 
Manley was to the effect that her 
husband was born in Columbus, the 
son of John Manley and that an uncle 
of his had been mentally deranged 
and was treated at a private hospital. 

A whimsical turn was given in her 
testimony when Mrs. Manley was 
asked if her husband was not regarded 
as an acute and fine business man 
and she replied, “I thought he was 
smart.’’ Mrs. Manley also testified 
that Mr. Manley’s business associates 
knew of his mental condition. 


“Jealous Suspicions.” 


“Jealous suspicions” assumed by 
Mrs. Manley toward the nurse as- 
signed to her husband at Johns Hop» 
kins hospital at Baltimore, in 1922, 
delayed improvement in .Manley’s con- 
dition during his treatment at the 
hospital for a supposed mental disor- 
der, Dr. J. Edgar Paullin, noted At- 
lanta diagnostician, testified. 

A letter to Dr. Paullin signed by 
Dr. Adolph Myer, noted psychiatrist 
at Johns mg. to whom Manley 
was sent by Dr. Paullin after Manley 
had undergone preliminary treatment 
at the Piedmont sanitarium in At- 
lanta, was read by the witness. 

Dr. Paullin testified that Manley 
visited him for the first time on June 
12, 1910, complaining of headaches 
and general weakness. The doctor 
stated that his diagnosis was that 
Manley was suffering from hardening 
of the arteries and that his blood pres- 
sure was abnormally high. ley

Pictures of Brain. 


On cross-examination by former 
Governor Hugh M. Dorsey, Dr. Paul- 
lin declared that he was not a mental 
expert but that there were unmistak- 
able signs that something had affect- 
ed Manley’s mind. : 

Barnes FB. Sales, an X-ray special- 
ist, wes the next witness. He had 
made X-ray photographs of Manley’s 
brain for Dr. W. Troy Bivings and 
displayed a number of plates of the 
X-ray photographs taken. A special 
machine to show the commission the 
photographs taken by X-ray was set 
up in the courtroom. 

The photos, according to Sales, 
showed that in Manley’s brain the 
grooves for. the blood vessels. were di- 
lated on either side by intercranial 
pressure. He also stated that Manley 
was suffering from abnormal brain 
conditions. 

Dr. White, a member of the com- 
sion, questioned the witness at length 
about the pictures. 

On Verge of Stroke. 


Dr. W. Troy Bivings testified of his 
treatment of Manley. “His symptoms 
indicated that he was suffering from 
some sort of brain lesion when I first 
examined him,” Dr. Bivings said. He 
said the patient was very emotional, 
high-strung, and suffering from ex- 
tremely high blood pressure. All of 
these things indicated that Manley was 
on the verge of a paralytic stroke, Dr. 
Bivings testified. 
He said the symptoms indicated that 
Manley might be suffering from pa- 
resis. In order to determine if this 
was true the doctor stated that he 
made a spinal puncture and examined 
the fluid. This examination proved 
entirely negative, he testified. 
He further testified that Manley 
often lost control of his tongue muscles 
and that at times his memory was 
clouded. 
On cross-examination he told Mr. 
Dorsey that he considered Manley of 
an extremely high mentality although 
he was not normal at all times. 
Questioned by Attorney Carl N. Da- 
vie, of the state banking department, 
Dr. Bivings testified that he did not 
believe that any man, knowing of his 
many failures, his financial troubles 
and the trouble and sorrows that he 
had brought to others, could be him- 
self either mentally or physically. 
Cursing Imaginary Person. 

Dr. Howard Bucknell, the next wit- 
ness, testified that Mrs. Manley called 
him over the telephone one night and 
asked that he come to the residence at 
once. Upon his arrival there he found 
Manley running up and down the porch 
cursing an imaginary person. When 
he spoke to Manley. the physician 
continued, Manley failed to recognize 
him. 

At the conclusion of Dr. Bucknell’s 
testimony the hearing was recessed at 
1:03 o’clock to be resumed at 2 o'clock, 

Application for ‘guardianship was 
filed by Manley’s son-in-law, J. M. 
McCollough, Jr., who alleged that the 
former bank head is now unable to 
transact legally any private affairs of 
a business nature, The claim was set 
out that Manley cannot even sign a 
receipt for his disability - insurance, 
said to amount to more than $1,000 
a month, because the insurers will not 
take his receipt. 

The commission is composed of Dr. 
R. E. Stone and Dr. J. C. White, two 
widely-known physicians appointed by 
Judge Jeffries and Assistant Solicitor 
General John H. Hudson, representing 
the solicitor’s office, as provided. by 
law. Dr. Stone was formerly a mem- 
ber of the city council and Dr. White 
has served both in the council and in 
the state legislature. 


Outline of Case. 


An outline of the case to be pre- 
sented by the petitioners was given 
at the outset of the hearing by At- 
torney Marion Smith. He said that the 
plaintiffs expected to prove that Mr. 
Manley’s mind was in such a condi- 
tion as to require a guardian and 
that it was not an attempt to protect 
Mr. Manley from any incriminating 
business transactions he may have 
made several years before.

According to information given doc- 
tors, the children had their playhouse 
all fixed with the exception of the 
“eats.”

Dr. Charles W. Eliot, president 
emeritus of Harvard university, 
lived to be 92 years of age, and 
‘remained active and useful almost 
to the day of his death. 

His passing brought to an end a 
career that will live in history as 
perhaps that of no educator of his 
day, for he served longer in the 
classroom than any man of contem- 
porary history, and by his pro- 
foundness, his independence of 
thought, his cheering helpfulness, 
and his practical optimism, stamped 
an impress upon the tens of thou- 
sands of young men who during the 
past half century went out from 
Harvard into the professional, eco- 
nomic, cultural and civic life of the 
nation with a broad and liberal 
training and with the Eliot vision 
of duty. 

It is doubtful if any American 
citizen has taken a higher place in 
the development of American char- 
acter, for his ideals always reached 
the topmost standard. And yet he 
was entirely free from the fanati- 
cisms and extremities that too often 
create a spirit of pedagogism that 
is more altruistic than practical.

I think 
that one very great help in its solu- 
tion would be to allow the prison com- 
mission to pay larger salaries to many 
employees, so that more competent 
men could be secured, and that em- 
ployees would remain with the com- 
mission longer. Salaries in all lines 
have advanced and the prison com- 
mission is helpless with the limitations 
on them to, secure the men who can 
help them in trying to find more re- 
munerative labor for these inmates, 
and labor that will finally reduce the 
cost to the state.

Project. 


Recommendations: that the Peach- 
tree creek battleground he included 
in the’ federal appropriation for the 
preservation of ennsaw mountain 


and other territories of historic value | 
about Atlanta, will be made by the} 


commission appointed by the war de 
partment to make a thorough survey of 
this section under the Kennsaw moun- 
tain bill. The commission is composed 
of Major General John L. Clem, re- 
tired, of the United States army ; Lieu- 
tenant Colonel W. P. Stokely. ‘of the 
fourth corps area, and ex-Governor 
Nat E. Harris, of Georgia, and will 
have its report ready b- Thursday of 
this week. 


General Clem and Colonel Stokely 
were in conference here Monday. Ex- 
Governor Harris is ill and could not 
be in attendance, bat the report will 
be submitted to him Friday by Gencral 
Clem before he returns to Washing- 
ton. It is understood that whatever 
decisions are made in the matter by 
General Clem and Colonel Stokely will 
be approved by Mr. Harris. 

In making the announcement, “en- 
eral Clem said that they had’ not 
gone fully into the matter yet, but 
he was sure that the commission’s re- 
port would include a recommendation 
that the government lend its aid to the 
movement to convert the old city dis- 
posal plant into a beautiful memoria] 
park—to be known as the Peachtree 
Battle Memorial park. 


Both Enthusiastie. 


Both Colonel Stokely and General 
Clem are enthusiastic over the proposal! 
and believe the Peachtree creek site 
should be preserved along with other 
famous old battlefields of the ciyil 
war in this part of the city. Unani- 
mous support by the people of Atlanta 
will necessary to the project, Gen- 
eral Clem pointed out, expressing 
himself as being gratified with the 
great interest which has already been 
displayed in the proposed memorial 
park, 


The Peachetree battleground, now 
the site of a disposal plant, once 
ran red with th@ blood of soldiers of 
the north and south, during the mem- 
orable Battle of Atlanta. Nothing has 
been done towards permanently mark- 
ing this historic spot, save the moye- 
ment now under way, which will 
gather great impetus when it is 
feaveaa that the federal commission 
has lent its support. 


General Clem stated that it would 
require through Thursday to com- 
plete the report, at which time prob- 
ably it would be made public. He, 
with Colonel Stokely and Mr. Har- 
ris, made a thorough survey of Ken- 
nesaw mountain and other sites, in- 
cluding Peachtree creek. 


Bill Provided Survey. 


President Coolidge signed the Ken- 
nesaw mountain bill May 22. The 
measure provided for $5,000 for the 
survey of the Kennesaw mountain 
battlefields and the movements of 
both armies in the civil war in and 
around Kennesaw mountain. Under 
the bill, one of these commission- 
ers was to be a Confederate veteran, 
the other a Federal veteran, and the 
third to be selected from the engi- 
neering corps of the army. Senator 
William J. Harris, of Georgia, suggest- 
ed the name of ex-Governor Harris 
fer the Confederate position, and his 
fiiness for the honor was promptly 
recognized by the war department. 
He is known as the founder of 
Georgia Tech and has been the chair- 
man “of the board since its organiza- 
tion. 


Major General Clem has many 
friends in Atlanta and this section of 
the state. He lived in this city for 
five years, serving in the quartermas- 
ter department of. the army. He first 
came here as a lieutenant about 1895, 
later being promoted to a captaincy 
and then becoming major, this rank 
placing him in charge of the quar- 
termaster depurtment of the old de- 
partment of the gulf.

GREATLY SPEEDED 


Through extension of railway mail 
service between Atlanta and Ohio 
cities, which heretofore has been con- 
fined to a train of the Southern rail- 
way, to two additional fast trains over 
ihe Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis between Atlanta and Nashville, 
‘enn., mail service between Atlanta 
and western and northwestern points 
will be expedited from four to twenty- 
four hours, it was announced Monday 
by R. J. Harris, superintendent of the 
southern states division of the railway 
postal service. : 

Under the new plan, congestion 
caused by the large amount of mail 
passing through Atlanta from Florida 
points to the northwest and vice versa 
will be relieved and deliveries will be 
made quicker through distribution of 
mail in transit. At the same time 
the new service will not require addi- 
tional expense but the improvement 
will come through use of new trains 
and assignment of some clerks now 
serving on the Southern railway serv- 
ice to the service via the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis trains. 

Plans for the service were complet- 
ed at a conference held by Mr. Har- 
ris, S. H. Thach, of Nashvile; Fred 
Rooney, of Birmingham, and F. C. 
Naylor, chief clerks of their respective 
divisions. 

Distribution in Transit. 


The postoffice department has au 
thorized, effective September 1, rail- 
way postoffice service on Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis _ trains 
Nos. 90 and 91, the Dixie Limited, 
between Atlanta and Nashville. Un- 
der this new service, mail originat- 
ing in Florida and Georgia destined 
for points west of Indiana will be dis- 
tributed in transit and delivery will 
be advanced from 4 to 24 hours over 
the present gervice. 

The new service connects at Nash- 
ville with like service in the same 
trains operating between Nashville 
and St. Louis and Chicago. A letter 
mailed in the afternoon at the ear 
in Atlanta or in the postoffice in 
time for this train for St. Louis will 
be distributed in transit and will be 
delivered by carrier in the buginess 
districts of St. Louis the next after- 
noon. This provides through and un- 
broken service in fast de luxe trains 
between Atlanta and Los Angeles. At 


Chicago it will link in with the night 


air mail east and west. 

Combined with the service on the 
Southern railway which was av- 
thorized effective June 20 between 
Jacksonville and Cincinnati, Atlanta 
will have the fastest service yet en- 
joyed between this city and Ohio -ities 
and between this city and cities of 
the north and northwest. Nortb bound, 
this mail will leave over the South- 
ern railway at 6:40 p. m. and south 
bound will leave Atlanta at & 2, m., 
giving carly morning service into the 
city and late afternoon service out 
of the city. 

Clerks Suggest Change. 

Necessity of the establishment of 
this new service was called to the 
attention of the department by the 
railway postal clerks operating be- 
tween Atlanta and Nashville. It was 
shown that the service could be »per- 
ated with practically no additional 
cost by dividing the present clerical 
force and distributing space. 

The two Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis trains made available for 
this service leave Atlanta late in the 
afternoon and heretofore they have 
not carried mail service. The first 


leaves Atlanta at 6:40 p. m. and the 
second leaves at 8:30 p. m.

The leaf worm has 
become very destructive in Texas and 
in a much less degree in some other 
states. In Texas the boll worm and 
the boll weevil are also doing a great 
amount of damage and serious losses 


which is unusually bad this year. 

“In Texas the n mber of bolls re- 
ported as safe is slightly less than 
in 1926 and only slightly less than in | 
either 1924 or 1925. In Oklahoma 
the number is only about one-half of 
the number in each of the preceding 
years. In all other important states 
the number is about two-thirds of 
the number in either 1924 or 1925. 
In general, this reflects the lateness 
of the season as well as the early loss 
of squares due to hoppers and other 
causes,’

Debate Draws Big Crowd

While Mrs. J. E. Andrews gave 
over most of her allotted 40 minutes 
to a lurid description of “brothels,” 
traffic in whisky and young girl's 
sculs and general corruptian in Atlan- 
ta at the “joint debate” between she 
and the Rev. Luke Rader Monday 
night at the Rader open air taber- 
nacle, the evangelist preached a 
forceful sermon on the idea that it 
is “transformation,” not “reforma- 
tion” that is the chief purpose of the 
church on earth, 

Mrs. Andrews several days ago 
criticized the evangelist for his at- 
tack on church participation in moral 
reform crusades and he invited her 
to meet him in debate on the ques- 
tion. Monday night every available 
square foot of space on the evange- 
list’s lot at Whitehall and Forsyth 
streets was occupied by some man, 
woman or child. A number of Atlan- 
ta ministers, representatives of civic 
government. Congressman W. D. Up- 
shaw and others were on the plat- 
form. The Rev. Sam W. Small, of 
The Constitution, held the watch on 
the debaters. . 

Mrs. Andrews. declared in conclud- 
ing her talk that the only reason 
she was not the occupant of a brothel 
today; the only reason that she was 
not “one of these women,” was be- 
cause the “Word of God had been 
poured into her when she was a 
child.” 

Speaks of “Sinister Woman.” 

She charged that the “criminal un- 
derworld is governing the city of At- 
lanta,” and that she thought city gov- 
ernment would be better off in the 
hands of the churcly than in the hands 
of criminals. She declared that there 
was one woman in Atlanta who was 
exerting a sinister power over city, 


yeretion. This same woman, she said, 
caused a “poor man” who is on the 
Fulton county chain gang today for 
the crime, to murder a man. She is 
using young boys as cats’ paws to 
accomplish her ends, Mrs. Andrews 
charged. This woman feeds these 
boys “doped liquor,” she said. 

Mrs. Andrews declared that there 
are women in Atlanta who are can- 
vassing the streets,.taking in young 
girls and training them for lives of 
vice and prostitution. She cited sev- 
eral instances of which she said she 
had personal knowledge, of “young 
cirls whom she found in a doped con- 
dition”; of young girls who “go to 
hotels at night,” and “solicit dates 
on the street.” Her description of 
vice and corruption in Atlanta was 
colorful and in elaborate detail. ‘ 

She said that young boys were be- 
ing taught to sell liquor and to hide 
it under houses. he cited one in- 
stance where, she said, she reported 
the matter to the police “over and 
over and over and over” but nothing 
was ever done about it.. 

“Sit Around in Cars.” 

“Oh, how they sit around in cars,” 
Mrs. Andrews said, the tears welling 
in her eyes, “not only the youths— 


as well.” 


There is much Vice in her own sec-/ 


tion of town, Mrs. Andrews said. 
Right next door to her church there 
is a “brothel” and at the second door 
there is a boarding house. Nothing 
has been done by police to destroy the 
“brothel,” she said, declaring that 
two Atlanta policemen paid frequent 
visits there. 

Mr. Rader said you can reform a 
man until he is black in the face and 
when you get through he is the sam 
dirty, rotten devil he was when you 
started—“and any man who preaches 


that you can save by reforming is 


‘a liar and the prophet of the devil.” 


Man cannot conquer sin, Mr. Rader

“This is the gospel,” he said, “and 
I’m preaching the gospel.
